Our success at the shows last fall, gives us confidence in offering our customers a few points of advice in 
growing for exhibition; (we took fourteen premiums out of seventeen entries for cut-bloom, beside four Colum-

classes for seedlings. ) 

§45> As to soil for Chrysanthemums, we have found that a compost prepared like that for roses is the best.

Foliage was carefully handled, both in packing and arranging, every leaf possible being retained. 

Don’t forget that the Chrysanth absorbs moisture all along the stem and through the leaves, so give them a 
good drink before staging.

many of them are as to the newer sorts, and how much interest they will show; a nice display at your houses 
will be worth hundreds of dollars worth of advertising all through the following year, as well as in the direct 
returns that you will get from immediate sales.
